TUNIS (AP) — The five countries 
of the Maghreb.; Tunisia.

Libya and Mauritania, 
have agreed in principle to a sum- 
mit meeting in an effort to reduce 
tensions and "promote coo- 
peration. Tunisia's foreign min- 
ister said Friday.

Mr. Rabin claimed Friday plans 
and instructions- for anti- Israeli 
violence in the West Bank were 
coming from Amman but he did 
not accuse Jordan of instigating 
the attacks. 

“Jordan does not allow the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) to send squads from its ter- 
ritory or to fire Katyusha rockets 
from there,” Mr. Rabin said. 

Mr. Rabin said he did not exp- 
ect Jordan to join the Middle East 
peace process without prior 
pan-Arab support. Peace with 
Jordan, he said, was Israel's fourth 
priority after reviving its eco- 
nomy, leaving Lebanon and imp- 
roving its relations with Egypt. 

Extremist anti-Arab par- 
liamentarian Meir Kahane Thu- 
rsday walked through the West 
Bank town of RamaUah acc- 
ompanied by armed military esc- 
orts but there were no incidents. 

In the past. Rabbi Kahane. who 
advocates expelling all Arabs liv- 
ing under Israeli rule, has pro- 
voked violent reactions when he 
has visited Arab towns.

Britain ready for talks 
with Libya to ease ties 


LONDON (R) — Britain on Fri- 
day offered to meet Libyan off- 
icials at an unspecified location to 
ease relations in return for the rel- 
ease four British hostages, but said 
it would not restore diplomatic 
relations. 

“We are now ready to hold a 
meeting between- Libyan and Bri- 
tish officials under Italian auspices 
to discuss matters of concern to 
.each side,” Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe said in a written 
statement submitted to the House 
of Commons. 

But the Foreign Office said res- 
toration of diplomatic relations 
was not contemplated in the “for- 
eseeable future." 

In a television interview. Ric- 
hard J-uce. a Foreign Office, dep- 
uty minister, said: 

. ' “It is going to be up to the Lib- 
yans now to demonstrate to us that 
they are prepared to adopt normal' 
civilised standards of behaviour 
between countries.” 

Britain severed diplomatic rel- 
ations with Libyan leader Colonel 
Mu&mmair Ofrdhafi’s .adm- 
inistration last April after a gun- 
man firing from the Libyan emb- 
assy at an anti-Oadhafi dem- 
onstration killed a London pol- 
icewoman. Italy represents British 
interests in Libya. 

The British statements Friday 


made no reference to assertions by 
Col. • Jadhafi that he expectedBri- 
tain to send home Libyan dis- 
sidents living in exile in this cou- 
ntry. . 

In Manchester, the trial con- 
tinued under tight security of fouT 
Libyans accused of bombing att- 
acks last March against Oadhafi 
opponents living in that north 
England ciiy. 

Four. Britons who were det- 
ained in Libya after the London 
embassy shooting arrived home 
Thursday night. Their freedom 
was negotiated over several 
months by Terry Waite, an envoy 
of Archbishop of Canterbury 
Robert Runcie. * 

Mr. Howe said that as a “hum- 
anitarian gesture” the two British 
diplomats in the Italian embassy in 
the Libyan capital. Tripoli, would 
issue visas to Libyans seeking 
medical treatment or who needed 
to visit Britain on compassionate 
grounds. 

Since last April. Libyans nave 
had to apply for British visas thr- 
ough a third country. 

Foreign Office officials said the 
meeting Mr. Howe proposed with 
Libyan officials could take place in 
a third country.

Arabsat 
goes into 
orbit

AMMAN — The first Arab tel- 
ecomm on ications satellite, Ara- 
bsat I, was to blast off at 23.22 
GMT on Friday (Jordan time 
01 .22 Saturday) from a launching 
site in Kourou, French Guayna. 

The two-tonne French-built sat- 
ellite, which wQ] benefit 22 Arab 
nations, will be able to serve 8,000 
simultaneous telephone circuits, 
seven television channels, in add- 
ition to a communal television cha- 
nnel for isolated rural areas. It will 
also provide telex and data tra- 
nsmission services, step up existing 
telecommunication facilities in 
Arab countries and extend those 
with the world outside. 

Launched by a French Ariane 
rocket, the ‘solar powered satellite 
will be put in a geo-stationary orbit 
of about 36,000 kilometres from 
earth. The first ground station set 
up in Ras Jarjur, Bahrain, 'is alr- 
eady operational to serve as the 
satellite's earth link. Several other 
Arab nations have developed their 
own ground receiving facilities. 

Jordan main ground station has 
been functioning since the beg- 
inning of the current year, acc- 
ording to the director or Space Tel- 
ecommunications Department at 
the Ministry of Communications, 
Samir AJ Dajani. 

Arabsat 1 will provide Jordan 
with direct connections with all 
Arab countries instead of the exi- 
sting limited links through lnt- 
risat, Mr rDajahf said: * • 

In an interview with the Xtab 
daily A1 Dustour, Mr. Dajani said 
Arabsat 1 is not a broadcast sat- 
ellite for the transmission of tel- 
evision and radio programmes 
received directly by television or 
radio sets. 

Arabsat 1 is mainly built for ser- 
vices such as transmitting telex and 
telegraph messages, and collecting 
data, and K will also help the exc- 
hange of television programmes 
among tele vision stations in Arab 
countries, Mr. Dajani said. 

Countdown was. proceeding on 
schedule Friday, for the launch 
, which will also place in orbit a 
1 Canadian-built satellite for Brazil. 

Jf all goes according to plan the 
two satellites were to be released 
into a geo-stationary orbit some 22 
minutes after lift-off. It is the 12th 
launch in the Ariane series. 

The Arabsat orb iter, one of 
three being buQt by a consortium 
headed by the French aerospace 
| firm Aerospatiale at a total cost of 
$134 million, will be controlled 
• from ‘ground stations m Tunis and 
Dihrab, near Riyadh, during its 
seven-year life. • 

A second Arabsat is due to be 
launched by an American space 
shuttle later in the year with a third 
being kept in reserve. 

The satellite programme was 
developed by the Arabsat satellite 
communications organisation, set 
up in 1976 by member countries of 
the Arab League. 

According to Dr. Alawi Darwish 
KayyaJ, director general of the 
Riyadh-based organisation. 
“ Arabsat" will have a positive and 
far-reaching impact on enhancing 
cooperation between Arab' cou- 
ntries in all sectors.

In Beirut, the strike paralysed 
the mainly- Muslim western sector 
but was ignored in the Christian 
east, as in other Christian areas of 
north and central Lebanon. 

Mr. Berri issued a strike call 
Wednesday to protest against

“criminal” Israeli measures, aro- 
und Tyre after resistance attacks 
there wounded 16 Israelis in 24 
hours. 

Hundreds oF Israelis Wed-

Mr. Ramadan made the sta- 
tements as the Popular Army — a 
form of militia backing up the reg- 
ular forces — marked its 15th ann- 
iversaiy and Iraq celebrated the 
22nd anniversary of the rev- 
olution which brought the Baath 
Party to power. 

The Popular Army commander, 
who is also first deputy prime min- 
ister, said that although training of 
the militia began in 1970. its exi- 
stence was only announced six 
years later. 

He said the 52-momh-old Gulf 
war- had provided a chance for 
Popular Army volunteer to fight 
outside Iraq's international bor- 
ders' — inside Iran. That, he said, 
was a first for any similar militia in 
the -world. 

Meanwhile in Tehran. Iranian

derside Iraqi cities within 4.H hours 
in retaliation for alleged Iraqi att- 
acks and called on their pop- 
ulation to flee to safety, it was rep- 
orted by the official Iranian news 
agency.

Khmer Rouge ‘repulses’ Vietnamese thrust 


ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand 
(AP) — Khmer Rouge guerrillas 
Friday repulsed Vietnamese for- 
ces that were driving against their 
mountainous strongholds in wes- 
tern. Kampuchea and claimed to 
have raided Kampuchea's 
second-largest city. 

Guerrillas pouring out mortar, 
recoilless gun and rocket- 
propelled grenade fire, pushed 
back three kilometres a Vie- 
tnamese vanguard headed for the 
Phnom. Malai strongholds. Thai 
military officers said. The gue- 
rrillas may have killed or wounded 
100 Vietnamese soldiers in con- 
stant strikes Thursday and Friday, 
the sources said. 

The estimated Khmer Rouge 
casualties at 30 to 40 men. 

The guerrilla counterattack 


appeared to have temporarily sta- 
lled a Vietnamese attempt to trap 
the guerrillas against the Thai 
border through attacks from the 
east and south against their den- 
sely jungled bases. 

Phnom Malai is about 20 kii- 
omefres south of this key border 
town, and about 11-13 kilometres 
west of Phnom Mark Hoeun.The 
target of the attack from the south. 
Khao Din. is about 30 kilometres 
south of here. 

‘ As the fighting intensified along 
the western border area of Kam- 
puchea's Battambang province, 
the guerrillas claimed to have lau- 
nched 20-minute lethal attacks 
Monday on the downtown area 
and air base of the provincial cap- 
ital. also named Battambang. 


Khmer Rouge army radio, mon- 
itored in Bangkok, claimed gue- 
rrillas killed a total ol 33 Vie- 
tnamese soldiers and injured ano- 
ther 30 in lhe assault in which 
large amounts of arms and amm- 
unition were seized. The air base, 
including its control tower, was 
"entirely demolished.” 

Battambang; a key Vietnamese 
base, has a population of about 
60.000. second only to the capital 
of Phnom Penh, with more than 
half a million. 

Khmer Rouge claims are widely 
regarded as exaggerated although 
some of their previous reported 
attacks have been partly con- 
firmed by Western intelligence.

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Cyprus says it rejected 
Beirut hijackers’ demand 


NICOSIA (AP) — Cyprus rejected a demand by the 
gunmen who seized a Cyprus Airways airliner at 
Beirut airport to release two of their comrades imp- 
risoned here, the government spokesman declared 
Friday. 


“The government did not acc- 
ept any of the terras or pre- 
conditions for the freeing of the 
two prisoners in return for the rel- 
ease of the plane." the -spo- 
kesman, Andreas Christofides, 
....told, his daily press briefing. 

Half a dozen gunmen held the 
Cyprus Airways Boeing 707 and 
the 12 persons aboard hostage for 
nearly six hours Thursday before 
releasing them amid reports of a 
deal with the Cyprus government 
for the release of two Lebanese 
hijackers imprisoned in Cyprus. 

The two prisoners were sen- 
tenced to seven years imp- 
risonment in June 19K3 for hij- 
acking a Romanian airliner on 
charter to Libya while on a flight 
from Athens, Greece, to Tripoli, 
Libya. They surrendered pea- 
cefully at Larnaca airport in Cyp- 
rus. after holding the 32 people 
aboard hostage for 21 hours. 

They hijacked the plane to press 
demands for the release of Imam 
Moussa Sadr.

W. German

CAIRO (AP) — West German- 
President Richard von Wei- 
zsaecker on Friday toured ancient 
monuments in the southern Egy- 
ptian city of Luxor, site of the his- 
torical Thebes, the official Middle 
East News Agency said.

Settlers number 45,000 
in occupied territories 


TEL AVIV (R) —The number of 
Jewish settlers in Israeli-occupied 
Arab lands has increased sharply 
to about 45.000, according to new 
data released Friday. 

Meron Benvenisti. director of 
the independent West Bank data 
base project, told Reuters that his 
latest study showed some 42.600 
Jews lived in rhe West Bank and 
another 1 .200 in Gaza compared 
with around 30,000 slsttlers in 
Arab- lands last year. 

Zev Ben- Yosef of the World 
Zionist Organisation (WZO) quo- 
ted other figures which showed 
51,000 Jews lived in the occupied 
lands, of whom 2,000 lived in 
Gaza. A year ago. he put the total 
number of Jewish settlers at 
40,000.

Jews would live in occupied lands 
by the end of the decade. 

But Mr . Benvenisti said the 
past year's growth was due to a 
housing boom in 1981 and 1982 
and the increase would slow in 
1987 because construction was 
down. 

Economic problems and the 
participation in government of the 
Labour Party have reduced the 
emphasis on Jewish settlement in 
occupied areas, a priority of the 
rightist Likud bloc which ruled 
alone from 1977 until last year. 

About 800.000 Arabs live on 
the West Bank and half a million 
in Gaza, according to government 
figures. The two areas were occ- 
upied by Israel in the 1967 Middle

Tureiki accuses Israel 
of 4 every day massacres ’ 


GENEVA. Switzerland 1AP) — 
Libyan Foreign Minister All 
Abdul Salam Tureiki made a sur- 
prise appearance at the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission mee- 
ting Friday for a violent attack 
against Israel, accusing it of car- 
rying out “massacres every day" 
in the occupied territories. 

He said the world which was 
“able to remove the dangers of 
Fascism and Nazism" should "now 
put an end to racism and Zio- 
nism." 

Israeli attacks, he said, were 
being waged “against millions of 
Palestinians who are killed off as if 


they were cattle, as occurred in 
Shatila", referring to the camp 
that was scene of a 1982 massacre 
in Beirut. 

“Every day we witness mas- 
sacres being carried out at the 
same time as more settlements ... 
to displace hundreds of thousands 
of people," Mr. Tureiki said. 

A western diplomatic source 
said it was one of the most violent 
speeches made since the com- 
mission began discussing the 
human rights situation in the Isr- 
aeli ’Occupied Arab territories 
more than 10 years ago.

Italy frees 2 Lebanese

ROME (AP) — Italian judicial 
authorities on Friday ordered the 
release from prison of two of 
seyen Lebanese men accused of 
plotting Lo attack the U.S. emb- 
assy in Rome with a dynamite- 
loaded truck, court sources rep- 
orted. 

The seven, all initially identified 
as members of the shadowy Isl- 
amic Jihad (Holy War) org- 
anisation. were arrested on Nov. 
24. An eighth person, Hussein 
Atat. also a Lebanese, was arr- 
ested in Switzerland and sen- 
tenced to 18 months in jail for 
smuggling explosives. 

But the Swiss government tur- 
ned down the Italian request for 
his extradition. Italian officials 
believe he was bringing explosives 
into Italy to be used in the attack.

Ministry 5 s sections assist 
needy families, beggars 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Dep- 
artment of FamiJy r and Chid Care 
at the Ministry of Labour and Soc- 
ial- Development received 258 
req iiests for help from needy fam- 
ilies during January and res- 
ponded to 117 of these cases by 
allocating JD 1,543 to be shared 
by the Emilies, according to a 
report issued by the ministry. 

' Another JD 255 was paid as 
urgent help to needy families con- 
fronting immediate urgencies, the 
report said. 

The department also paid JD 
4,5 J 4 to 1 2 needy families to help 
them start income-producing pro- 
jects. Another JD 657 was all- 
ocated to buy artificial limbs for 
three physically handicapped per- 
sons, according to the report. 

The courts placed 259 youths' 
unde nth c supervision of the dep- 


artment’s probation officers and 
out of these, 42 were transferred 
to youth care centres and 15 to 
orphanages. Probation officers 
also made 93 home visits 36 
visits to youth care institutes. The 
department also studied the cases 
of 42 beggars and transferred 
them to specialised institutions, 
- the report said. 

The Department of Special 
Education, which caters for the 
care of the handicapped, received 
33 requests for admission to spe- 
cial care centres and 1 1 cases were 
admitted.

The bulletin 
said that the company carried out 457 flights in 1984 compared 
wtth-302 in the previous year. This year a total of £24 flights are 
planned to transport at least 24,000 tonnes of various goods, in 
addition to expected seasonal flights to Europe, Africa and Latin 
America, the bulletin added. 


‘Amman water safe and pure’ 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Amman water is pure and suitable for human 
consumption, according to the head of Amman Municipality’s 
food control laboratories. Dr. Issam Yamani. He said that most of 
the pollution cases detected in Amman were found to have come 
from water tanks on roof tops. He urged the public to keep those 
tanks covered and to wash them clean from time to time.

AMMAN (Petra) — The meeting of the Jordanian Medical Ass- 
ociation (JMA) general assembly has been postponed until next 
Friday, according to JMA President Hassan Khreis-He said that 
the meeting, originally planned for Friday, was postponed for lack 
of quorum.

JPRC labour 
dispute ends 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A labour dis- 
pute between the Jordan Pet- 
roleum Refinery Company 
(JPRC) and the general union of 
workers in oil and chemical ind- 
ustries ended Thursday with a 
court ruling increasing the wor- 
kers’ monthly pay by JD 9. The 
court also ruled that, starting from 
this year, the JPRC should ope- 
rate buses between Amman and 
Zarqa to transport workers to and 
from work and that workers have 
the right to obLain interst-free 
loans from the company for hou- 
sing projects. 

The court has, however, turned 
down a demand by workers to inc- 
rease their annual leave from 21 
days to 30 days. The court also 
turned down a request for red- 
ucing the price of oil products to 
employees, similar to a practice by 
the Jordan Electricity Authority 
which charges its employees a 
reduced rate for their electricity 
bills. 

The general union of workers 
had originally demanded a mon- 
thly pay increase of JD 15 for 
JPRC employees, among the 
other demands.

Ministry launches oil exploitation plan, 
energy rationalisation campaign

AMMAN — In line with the gov- 
ernment's drive to ease the burden 
of energy consumption on Jor- 
dan’s economy; the Ministry of 
Energy and Mineral Resources, 
has embarked on a scheme aimed 
at expanding the exploitation of 
crude oil and diversifying eneTgy 
resources and has also launched a 
public awareness campaign to rat- 
ionalise energy consumption in 
the Kingdom. 

Rash ad Abu Ras, Director of 
Industrial Energy Department ai 
the Ministiy of Eneijgy. says that 
the ministry has initiated several 
measures to implement the sch- 
eme. According to Mr. Abu Ras, 
the ministiy has intensified oil 
exploration, refining all outputs of 
oil as long as they have economic 
feasibility. He says that by doing 
so. the ministry hopes to cut down 
oil imports. . 

Mr. Abu Ras added that the 
ministiy is also keen to utilise alt- 
ernative sources of energy such as 
charcoal In this regard, the Jor- 
dan Electricity Authority (JEA) 
has conducted studies on the use 
of charcoal to gene rare electricity. 
Mr. Abu Ras said, adding that fea- 
sibility studies have shown that 
electricity generated through 


installations to produce electricity 
through charcoal, he said. 

' r '- Moreover, the Sduth Cement ■ 
Company is conducting a fea- 
sibility study on ihe use of cha- 
rcoal instead of oil in its kilns, Mr, 
Abu Ras said. 

Commenting on the gov- 
ernment' s drive to rationalise ene- 
rgy consumption in the Kingdom. 
Mr. Abu Ras said a campaign has 
already been launched to direct 
public on ways to conserve energy 
and fuel and giving advice on the 
most economical means for hea- 
ting and lighting without inf- 
luencing the production and ser- 
vice levels. The Ministry of Ene- 
rgy and Mineral Resources will 
also assign international experts to 
survey energy consumption in the 
industrial sector, he said. The first 
phase of the survey will be focused 
on the 10 biggest industries, inc- 
luding the petroleum refinery, 
electricity generating stations, 
phosphate mines, and cement, 
potash and fertiliser industries. 
The ministry will also assign exp- 
erts to assess the needs and con- 
sumption of fuel by the tra- 
nsportation sector. Mr. Abu I?is 
said. The Ministry has set up a 
special department to serve ind- 
ustrial. commercial and domestic 
consumers through issuing pos- 
ters. pamphlets and booklets and 
documentary films to direct the

Mr. Abu Ras expects that cha- 
rcoal would dominate as fuel to 
generate electricity in Jordan by 
the end of 1990.

Solar, wind power 


Another alternative to oil is 
solar energy and wind power, and 
the ministry, and the Royal Sci- 
entific Society (RSS) are con- 
ducting tests on the use of solar 


energy as fuel for waterhealing 
systems which are widely used in 
houses, Mr. Abu Ras said. The 
tests aim at upgrading. rte eff- 
iciency of solar-powered water- 
heating systems and to decrease 
their costs, so that they could be 
used as substitutes for con- 
ventional heating systems in hot- 
els and raulti-siorey buildings. 

He also outlined the continuous 
efforts Jordan and the nei- 
ghbouring Arab countries are exe- 
rting in order to connect electrical 
networks together, which will 
benefit every one In reducing ene- 
rgy consumption. 

According to Mr. Abu Ras. the 
annual growth of energy con- 
sumption in any country must not 
exceed the country's economic 
development. "He said that the 
growth in energy consumption in 
industrial countries represents 70 
per cent of their economic dev- 
elopment. In developing cou- 
ntries, energy consumption 
growth is far exceeding the eco- 
nomic development. Mr. Abu Ras 
said, and this proportional gap is 
due to random investments in high 
energy consuming industries, lack 
of transportation effeciency and 
misuse of energy. 

The Kingdom’s energy con- 
sumption in 1984 reached about 
2.73 million tonnes. In 1985. the 
ministry will work towards making 
the energy consumption growth 
parallel with economic dev- 
elopment. which is expected to 
increase by four percent. Mr. Abu 
Ras concluded. 


Speaking at the opening of a 
national denuil congress. Dr. 
Maraka said that the congress is 
part of the JDA plan to develop 
and improve dental services in 
Jordan and to keep Jordan's den- 
tists abreast with developments in 
the field. 

He said That ihe JDA scientific 
committee, which made the pre- 
perations for the congress, is fol- 
lowing up on scientific research in 
the field of dental medicine for the 
benifit of Jordanian demists. 

The congress held three ses- 
sions on various dental subjects 
attended by dentists from the 
Royal Medical Corps, the Min- 
istry of Health, and the Uni- 
versities of Yarmouk and Jordan 
and from the private sector. 

Dr. Maraka told the Jordan

Advocates criticise revised court fees 


AMMAN — A new amendment 
to the recently-revised regulation 
for court foes has generated con- 
troversy between supporters and 
opponents of the regulation. 

In his interview with Jordan 
Television last Friday Minister of 
State for Prime Ministry Affairs 
and Minister of Justice Ahmad AI 
Tarawneh defended the new ame- 
ndment, saying that it is legal and 
consistent with the Jordanian con- 
stitution and that it was warranted 
r6v a’ rapid leap in the economical 
field. 

Commenting on the new ame- 
ndment, Mr. Farouq A3 Kilani, a 
Jordanian advocate who has occ- 
upied various posts for 20 years in 
the judicial corps, said that reg- 
ulation No. 3 for the year 1985, 
which amended regulations on the 
court fees for the year 1952. was 
unconstitutional because Article 
1 1 1 of the Jordanian Constitution 
provided for not imposing any tax 
or fee except by virtue of a law. 
The new amendment was imposed 
by a regulation issued by the exe- 
cutive power, thus making it unc- 
onstitutional, he said. 

Commenting on the text of Art- 
icle 23 of the law on the formation 
of courts which empowers the 
Prime Ministry, under the consent 
of His Majesty the King, to enact 
regulations on court fees. Mr. Kil- 
ani said that the text does not leg- 
alise the new amendment for two 
reasons: The fee cannot be imp- 
osed except by a law, according to 
Article 111 of the Constitution; it 
did not also empower the leg- 
islative power to delegate aut- 
hority to the executive power to 
levy fees by a regulation. 

Therefore, the text contained in 
Article 23 of the law on forming 
the courts, which authorised the 
issue of new regulations defining 
fees, is contravening the Con- 
stitution, because the Constitution 
provided for the power which can 


only enact such a regulation. Mr. 
Kilani added. 

Mr. Kilani went on to say that 
Article 31 of the Constitution aut- 
horised Lhe issue of regulations 
providing for these rulings. This 
saying even if it is correct, does not 
apply to constitutional texts which 
specifies law as the only means to 
remedy or handle a certain issue. 
Mr. Kilani added that prosecution 
and application of justice is one of 
the rights of citizens which have 
been guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution and that it was not a mere 
service the state renders to cit- 
izens. Therefore. he added, courts 
should not consider the amounts 
collected in return for applying 
justice as service fees, but they 
should be considered as fees in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Kilani stressed that raising 
the fees, as slated in regulation 
No. 3 for the year 1985. con- 
stitutes a violation of justice bec- 
ause achieving justice requires 
simple and quick procedures and 
low costs of proceedings. 

Mr. Basel AI Bustami, another 
Jordanian advocate, said that the 
new regulation violates the pri- 
nciples of legislation in general, 
prejudices the rights of judgement 
creditors and that it contravenes 
the principle of achieving justice. 

Mr. Bustami added that the old 
regulation for the year 1952 war- 
ranted amendment to cope with 
the increases in all walks of life. 
However, he added, our objection 
touches upon two points: The rate 
■of the increase is too high and the 
retroactive effect of the new inc- 
rease which violates all principles 
of legislation in general and imp- 
airs the rights of judgement cre- 
ditors.. Mr. Bustami proposed 
that the increase in all fees should 
not be more than 20 per cent 
based on the old regulation and 
that retroactivity he cancelled. 


Mr. Salim Sweiss. a Jordanian 
advocate, also criticised the new 
regulation, saying that the door of 
justice will be closed in the faces of 
many people who can not afford to 
pay the fees of courts, con- 
sequently the poor and the needy 
people will become unable to 
lodge their complaints with the 
courts and thus the free app- 
lication of justice will be eli- 
minated. 

• • Mr. Sweiss added that he exp- 
ects people to stop raising cases at 
the courts because the application 
of 'costly justice is not justice’. 
Therefore, he said, people will 
resort to advocates or arbitrators 
to settle their differences. 

Meanwhile. Ministry of Justice 
Inspector Fuad Khouri, affirmed 
that according to the new ame- 
ndment no fees will be levied on 
any case whose value is up to JD 
10.000. which are the most usual 
cases for the general public. If the 
value of the court case exceeded 
J D 1 ,000 but is less than J D 2 ,000. 
a fee at the rate of two per cent will 
be levied. If the case’s value is in 
excess of JD 20.000. a fee at the 
rate of one per cent will be levied 
on the excessive amount, provided 
that case fees should not exceed 
JD 1,000. 


Mr. Khouri said the fees reg- 
ulation For the year 1952 and the 
amendments are legal and con- 
stitutional and are issued by virtue 
of a law on the formation of cou- 
rts. 


Mr. Khouri also pointed out 
that Mr. Tarawneh had made it 
clear during Lhe television pro- 
gramme ** Our Issues" that Article 
23 of the law on formation of cou- 
rts provided for collection of fees 
for court cases, while the rates of 
fees should be governed by the law 
which authorised the enacting a 
law in respect thereof. — Sawt AI 
Stiaab

Al Ra’i: Continued annexationist drive 


. ISRAEL'S DESIGNS against the people of the occupied West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip were outlined by its Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
in a statement in which he said his government will continue to deport 
Arabs from Palestine in a bid to complete its control over the occ- 
upied territories. His statement coincided with an escalation of Zio- 
nist terrorist activity led by Rabbis Meir Kahane and Moshe Levinger 
against the Arab inhabitants. 

There is no doubt Pere's plans, which hre part of an overall Zionist - 
strategy now being put into force by the present government; but this 
strategy would not have had the chance to succeed had it not been 
supported by the United States which is linked with Israel by a 
strategic alliance agreement and which supplies the Zionists with all 
means that enable them to carry out their schemes. There is no doubt 
also that these Israeli plans had been discussed in Washington by 
Israel's defence minister Yitzhak Rabin, and the American adm- 
inistration which gave its own blessing to it. 

For the Arabs, we say that they have to remember Jordan’s pre- 
vious warnings about the rituation in the occupied territories, and 
Israel's plans against the Palestinians. 

The Arab leaders should not delay their summit meeting any more 
because their meeting is now required more than any time in the past 
to draw up a common strategy in the face of their common enemy. 


Al Dustour: Heroic Lebanese resistance 


THE HEROIC resistance attack on Israeli troops in Lebanon on 
Wednesday was one of the most remarkable resistance feats against 
the Zionist invaders over the past three years. This recent attack, in 
Which tens of Israeli troops were killed or wounded, represents a war 
of attrition against the Israeli army, which is being pulled out in 
shame and disgrace from South Lebanon. 

The escalation of resistance activity in South Lebanon prompted 
Israeli Prime Minister Shimon Peres to admit that the Lebanon 
lesson was bitter. But instead of learning a lesson from the Lebanon 
invasion aqdfrom repressive measures against the Arab population.

IT IS natural for any improvement in relations between East and 
West to attract the attention of all nations because they are all 
concerned for the establishment of peace. Detente is bound to help 
solve many of the world issues, including the Middle East problem, 
put if detente is to be at other people’s expense, it would serve as a 
worse tragedy for humanity. 

Recent reports propagated by Israeli information media spoke of a 
U.S.-Soviet deal for increasing the volume of their bilateral trade, 
and in return Moscow would allow 50,000 Jews to emigrate to Israel 
annually and as long as the deal lasts.

Wave of state-terrorism sweeps over

WITH THE assassination of 
‘Azmi Al Mufti, slaughtered 
before his child’s eyes in Buc- 
harest, Abu NidaL Sabri Al 
Banna, announced the res- 
umption of his “revolutionary 
activity.” Almost sim- 
ultaneously, two American off- 
icials aboard the hijacked 
Kuwaiti airliaer were sla- 
ughtered by killers, whom 
some sources linked to the Al 
Da'awa terrorist group hea- 
dquartered in Tehran. 

Terrorism experts, however, 
are increasingly sceptical of 
labels’ significance in the evo- 
lving Iran- Libya campaign of 
state-sponsored terrorism.

AIN AL-HILWEH, Lebanon — 
Palestinians in Lebanon's largest 
refugee camp said Wednesday 
they were era guard against Israeli 
attempts to stir up sectarian strife 
as occupying Israeli forces pre- 
pared to leave the area. 

Residents of the camp and the 
nearby city of Sidon said the Isr- 
aelis were trying to set Pal- 
estinians against Lebanese Chr- 
istians by firing into the camp, a 
bastion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) until its fig- 
hters were driven out in IsraePs 
1982 invasion. 

Christians in the nearby village 
of Miyeb Miyeh said 15 Israeli 


soldiers took up positions in the 
village last Sunday and fired aut- 
omatic weapons into Ain Al- 
Hilweh for 90 minutes. 

Palestinians in the camp, a 
shanty-town home to some 
30,000 refugees, said Israeli tro- 
ops and allied militiamen at the 
same time fired into the camp 
from the other side. 

Suncb incidents had been taking 
place every two days, the Pal- 
estinians and Christians said. 

The Israelis are preparing to 
pull back from this part of the 
South in the first phase of a three- 
stage total withdrawal. 

Camp residents and aid officials 
said rumours of the return of Pal- 
estinian guerrillas from North 
Lebanon would not deflect the 


camp from seeking peace with all 
Sidon’ s sectarian groups after the 
withdrawal. 


“People fled from here for their 
lives in 1982. If some have since 
returned, it does not mean they 
have come back with their guns,” 
said Mohammad Faour, Sidon 
area director for U.N. Relief and 
Works Agency for Palestine Ref- 
ugees (UNRWA). 

' But he added there had always 
been a limited number of small 
arms in the camp. 

One member of the popular 
committee for Ain Al-HDweh, a 
group coordinating security with 
Sidon’ s civic leaders during the 
Israeli withdrawal, emphatically 
denied local rumours that hun- 


dreds of PLO fighters were poised 
to re-enter the camp. " 

The official, who declined to be

Jabalra wins concessions from FBI 


ABDEEN Jabara, Detroit att- 
orney and American-Arab 
Anti-Discrimination Committee 
(ADC) executive board member, 
won a settlement in bis . 12-year 
case against the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) in which the 
agency agreed to destroy ext- 
ensive files it had collected on him. 

The FBI acknowledged in the 
Sept. 4 settlement that its files on 
Mr. Jabara held information con- 
cerning the exercise of Mr. Jab- 
ara’ s First Amendment rights and 
did not contain any evidence of 
wrongdoing, which Mr. Jabara 
said constituted tacit admission 
that he was being investigated for 
political reasons. 

“In terms of being able to look 
into the FBI, this suit has done a 
great deal,” Mr. Jabara said. “As 
far as the Arab- American com= 


m unity and third world com- 
munities in general are concerned, 
tbe suit showed the extent to' 
which they are under police sur- 
veillance.'' 

The court’s “discovery opi- 
nions" (rulings it makes on certain 
questions pertinent to the case) 
revealed a number of significant 
facts about the FBI’s methods and 
working relationships, according 
to Mr. Jabara. For instance, there 
was evidence of interaction bet- 
ween the FBI and domestic Jewish 
organisations. Mr. Jabara said tbe 
FBI admitted receiving inf- 
ormation on himself from one 
such group on several occasions. - 

The FBI’s heavy reliance on 
informants in “Third World" 
immigrant communities in tbe. 
United States was also brought to 
light in the course of tbe suit, Mr. 


Jabara said tbe FBI held “mee- 
tings every other day for years” 
with informants who reported on 
his activities in the Arab- 
American community. 

The FBt in addition to des- 
troying its files on Mr. Jabara at its 
Washington, D.C. and Detroit off- 
ices, agreed to “retrieve and des- 
troy documents" it gave to 17 fed- 
eral agencies. In a fetter sent after 
the Sept. 4 settlement, the FBI 
also agreed to attempt to retrieve 
and destroy the files.it sent to 
three foreign governments. 

Mr. Jabara filed suit in 1972 
against 1 FBI and Justice Dep- 
artment officials, claiming that his 
constitutionally protected pol- 
itical activity was infringed by the 
government’s gathering and dis- 
semination of information about' 
him . Mr. Jabara, who is active in 


local and national Ar&b- 
. American affairs, was under gov- 
ernment surveillance from 1967 
to 1975. 

In 1979, the Washington D.C. 
Federal District Court ruled in 
Mr. Jabara’ s favour, but tbe FBI 
won its appeal in the Sixth District 
Court of Appeals on Oct. 21, 
1 982. Civil liberties experts called 
tbe ruling “disturbing” because It 
failed to prohibit NSA eaves- 
dropping on a private citizen and 
allowed tbe FBI to investigate an 
individual not suspected of cri- 
minal activity. 

Mr. Jabara attempted to bring 
tbe case to the Supreme Court, but 
tbe court refused to hear it. Nev- 
ertheless, Mr. Jabara said this was 
the “first time that a case of this 
kind has gone this for in the cou- 
rts.” — ADC Times. 


India’s ‘pink tape’ spies are mainly clerks

NEW DELHI — India’s biggest 
spy ring operated mainly on an 
old bo/’ network of junior derks. 
who for' 25 years slipped secret' 
documents out of cardboard files 
for a pittance. 

Dubbed the “pink tape spies" 
after the distinctive ribbon used to 
tie official files in India, they gat- 
hered regularly for whisky- 
drinking parties, introducing new 
members as the years rolled on. 

Details of their operations have 
been revealed over the past week 
as most of the 16 officials arrested 
made statements of guilt to New 
Delhi courts. 

The picture thatemeiges is of an 
ordinary group of men far . rem- 
oved from the glamorous James 


Bond image of a spy. 

The wife of Coomar Narayan, 
the 57-year-old man named by 
newspapers as the head of the 
ring, told reporters her husband 
liked whisky, but not women. “He 
wouldn't hurt a lizard,” she said. 

The court statements showed 
that Mr. Narayan started his car- 
eer in espionage when be was a 
Stenographer at the Finance Min- 
istry in 1959. 

He dabbled first in mainly eco- 
nomic reports involving agr- 
icultural estimates and other fin- 
ancial data. 

Some contacts be made during 
this period in other ministries later 
moved on to positions as personal 
assistants and clerks in the offices 
of the prime minister and the pre- 
sident of India. 

In 1960 Mr. Narayan left tbe 


Finance Ministry to work for SLM 
Maneklal, a Bombay firm which 
developed business links with a 
number of countries including 
France, Poland, Bulgaria, Japan, 
Bangladesh, Czechoslovakia and 
West Germany, mainly in the 
manufacturing field. 

Mr. Narayan has said in a court 
statement that the company made 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
from the information he supplied. 

Yogesh Manaklai, head of the 
firm, was arrested Tuesday. Ear- 
lier he rejected Mr. Narayan' s sta- 
tement. saying: “Whatever com- 
mercial information I used to get 
from him only pertained to my 
business.” 

Indians have been stunned by 
the trifling sums, Mr. Narayan 
paid his contacts for the country’s 
most sensitive secrets. 


Photocopies of documents were 
passed on for as little as four dol- 
lars a page plus a bottle of imp- 
orted whisky. 


Lavish parties, reported in some 
newspapers, were as simple as a 
group of ageing men sitting down 
in Mr. Narayan’ s office around a 
bottle of Scotch. 


Mr. Narayan and the other men 
arrested have so far named Fra- 
nce, Poland, and East Germany as 
among countries which received 
priceless information. 


Mr. Naray an said his contacts at 
the embassies changed as dip- 
lomats left but tbe chain remained 
unbroken over 25 years. 

Only those familiar with India’s 
stifling bureaucracy can und- 
erstand how easily documents 
were stolen.

ATHENS — A small far-right, 
party campaigning for the release, 
of jailed former dictator. George 
• Papadopoulos is threatening to 
exert an influence far beyound its 
marginal support in Greek nat- 
ional elections this autumn. 

The National Political Union 
(EPEN), .formed a year ago, is 
worrying both the ruling Socialists 
and the conservative opposition 
New Democracy Party. 

-It aims to free Papadopoulos, a 
former artillery colonel who led 
the 1 967 military coup which abo- 
lished democratic rule in Greece 
for seven years. Now 65, be is in 
the 10th year of a life sentence for 
high treason and insurrection. 

EPEN gained 2.5 per cent of the 
vote in European Parliament ele- 
ctions last June, the only poll K has 
contested so far. 

• New Democracy officials fear it 
could draw off enough rightwing 
votes in general elections due in 
October to keep the ruling Pan- 
hellenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK) in power. 

PASOK officials, meanwhile, 
fear that an alliance between' 
EPEN and New Democracy could 
force Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou to seek support from 
small teftwing groups such as the 
Eurocommunists, damaging 
PASOICs independent image. 

The two main parties are at pre- 
sent running close, with PASOK 
leading New Democracy by 41 to 
38 per cent based on the Eur- 
opean election results. 

A loss of even a few percentage 
points to EPEN could thwart New * 
Democracy . hopes of inching 
ahead of PASOK this year, 
j Earlier this month. New Dem- 
ocracy officials called on EPEN 
voters to switch their allegiance 
“in the interests of right-wing sol-, 
idarity”. 

... But EPEN rejected the call - 
because New Democracy refuses 
to call for -the release of Pap- 
adopoulos, who is regarded by 
EPEN as its leader although he is 
legally barred from such a pos- 
ition. 

EPEN has European backing 
from Jean-Marie le Pen, leader of 
‘the French far-right National 
Front. During a controversial visit 
in December, Mr. Le Pen said be 
(•was leading a campaign to free 
Papadopoulos and 16 other for-- 
|‘mer members of the regime on the 
grounds ' that , they were political 
prisoners. 

Apart from its call for tbe rei-*' 
ease of Papadopoulos, EPEN says 
Communism is tbe major danger 
threatening Greece and that New

Democracy no longer represents 
traditional rightwingers and opp-* 
onents of Communism. 

It says Papadopoulos was 
among the officers who fought' 
agaist Communist militants in the 
Greek Civil War of 1944-49 and 
thus should not be behind bars. 

“It is shameful that gallant off- 
icers who fought the Communists^ 
40 years ago should now be in jail, 
while Communist guerrilla chiefs 
who killed innocent people are 
now free and even sitting in the 
parliament,” says Chxysanthos 
Dimrtriadis, EPEN’s sole member 
of the European Parliament. 

The appeal is unlikely to get 
much sympathy from Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou, how- 
ever, who was himself jailed in the 
•early days of the Papadopoulos 
regime, and there has been little 
■overt support from the public for 
the former dictator. 

Papadopoulos was condemned 
to death in 1975, but the sentence 
was commuted to life imp-’ 
risonment by the present Greek 4 
president, Constantine Rar- - 
amaqlis. 

It is common practice in the. 
Greek judiciary for people sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment to 
serve only IQ to 25 years, but to 
appease public opinion Mr. Kar- 
wnanlis said life impriso nme nt 
would actually mean life in the 
case of Papadopoulos. 

Sources close to .the Pap- 
adopoulos family say the ex- 
dictator has lost none of the fierceji 
.anti-Cbmmunism that was th*?' 
driving force behind the seizure of

OIL-RICH sheiks in flowing 
robes, greedy and gauche: fan- 
atical' terrorists. ready to kill at any 
cost to advance- their cause:

the images of Arabs most com- 
monly found on American TV. 
according to "The TV Arab," the 
new book by Jack G. Shaheen. 

TV's treatment of most ethnic 
groups — black. Americans. 
Italian- Americans. Hispanics. et 
cetera — has improved as a result 
of criticism and pressure from var-

As an American of Arab des- 
cent. Mr. Shaheen is not a dis- 
passionate observer. He begins 
with personal reflections about his 
upbringing in a neighbourhood 
with a rich and varied immigrant 
mix, a community in which ethnic 
diversity and close human contact 
cut through potential prejudices. 
But he also tells us of his pain 


very often not the lie — del- 
iberate. continued, and dishonest 
— but the myth — persistent, per- 
suasive. and unrealistic.” In Mr. 
Shaheen's view myths dominate. 
TV Arabs are: 1 ) fabulously wea- 
lthy: 2 ) barbaric and uncultured: 
3) sex maniacs with a penchant for 
white slavery: and 4) prone to ter- 
rorist acts. What passes as fact. he 
notes, is often misconception: 
“Iranians are Arabs” (Iranians 
are not Semites, as are Arabs: ins- 
tead. they are Aryans): "Arabs 
are buying up America” (Arab 
investments are far outweighed by 
investments by Canadians and 
Europeans): “OPEC is syn- 
onymous with Arab” (only seven 


of 1 3 member nations are Arab): 
and other mistaken notions. 

From “The Electric Company" 
to “Cagney and Lacey." from “60 
Minutes” to “Alice," Mr. Sha- 
heen summarises TV's depictions 
of Arabs based on the viewing of 
over 200 episodes of 1 00 different 
programmes from 1975 through 
1983- The book first exam ines chi- 
ldren’s programmes emphasising 
TV* s particularly strong im paqt on 
children's perceptions of 'the 
world. Although some positive 
aspects occasionally appear. Mr. 
Shaheen concluded that the Arab 
images TV projects to children 
and teens are overwhelmingly 
negative. 

Several themes recur: white sla- 
very. Arab (often Palestinian) ter- 
rorism. and Arab greed and rec- 
kless use of wealth. When Arab 
women are depicted, they are 
commonly restricted by the veil, 
seclusion, and polygamy — exa- 
ggerating the extent of these pra- 
ctices in the Arab World. In one 
“Cagney and Lacey” episode, an 
Arab hits a Jew with his Rolls- 
Royce but has diplomatic imm- 
unity from prosecution and ref- 
uses to pay his victim's hospital 
bills. Mr. Shaheen asks Lhe reader 
to consider the likelihood of an 
episode in which the characters' 
roles are reversed. While there are 
exceptions — more positive por- 
trayals in episodes of “Matt Hou- 
ston” and “Vegas” are noted — 
most of the detective and police 
shows perpetuate negative ima- 
ges. 

Why are the images of Arabs in 
entertainment programmes so 
crudely caricatured? In his search 
for an answer. Mr. Shaheen int- 


erviewed numerous members of 
the TV industry — writers, pro- 
ducers, and network executives. 
Their answers are easily sum- 
marised: lack of knowledge about 
Arabs and their culture. 

According to Harve Bennett, 
producer of “The Six Million Dol- 
lar Man” and “Bionic Woman,” 
TV is Tilled with simple symbols: 
“Television is one great cha- 
rade.... You do a pantomime of a 
guy in a burnoose.... Put him in a 
burnoose and we'll all know who 
he is." Mr. Bennett added that 
such a practice saves the writer the 
“ultimate discomfort of having to 
think." 

So the stereotypes persist bec- 
ause the TV industry remains 
complacent, uninformed, or mis- 
informed. 

But there is another important 
factor which shapes the ste- 
reotypes as well: TV’s need for 
universal villains. And. according 
to Mr. Shaheen. “The villain of 
choice today is the Arab "He quo- 
tes ABC newsman Steve Bell: the 
choice of villains is “dependent to 
a great degree on the headline 
events that attract public int- 
erest.” Producer Anthony Spi- 
nner illustrated this point well and 
revealed his bias when he told Mr. 
Shaheen that Arab heroes would 
not appear on television “until the 
oil prices are lowered, until there 
is peace in the Middle East.... until 
it stops becoming a hot spot for 
corruption and killing.” 

The events in the Arab World 
do regularly appear in the hea- 
dlines. and those headlines have 
spawned many TV doc- 
umentaries. While Mr. Shaheen 
criticises some productions, he 


says that “a number of important 
documentaries have offered more 
balanced presentations.” 

While documentaries reduce 
Arabs to crude stereotypes less 
often than entertainment pro- 
grammes. Mr. Shaheen notes ano- 
ther interesting point. Many of the 
more balanced documentaries 
concerning Palestinians received 
negative responses in the form of 
complaints — even threats — 
sometimes preceding broadcast. 
These programmes, unlike many 
others, are not made available for 
rental by the networks: instead, 
they are only available if copies 
are purchased. This expense often 
discourages their use in edu- 
cational and organisational set- 
tings. 

In addition to documentaries 
and fictionalised entertainment. 
Mr. Shaheen takes a look at the 
hybridised genre which dwells 
somewhere in between: the doc- 
udrama. He cautions that the doc- 
udrama is a misleading form bec- 
ause the lines between fact and 
fiction are blurred. A chapter of 
the books is devoted to the con- 
troversial docu dram a “Death of a 
Princess.” first aired in Britain and 
later the fourth most-watched 
programme on PBS. In Mr. Sha- 
heen's view, rumour and opinion 
are reconstructed as facts: the 
production wears a veil of imp- 
lications and innuendo, never rev- 
ealing clear-cut answers and 
well-documented evidence. 

Mr. Shaheen has taken an imp- 
ortant first step in sensitising TV 
professionals and the viewing pub- 
lic to the distortions in Arab ima- 
ges. The book's interviews, pro- 
gramme summaries, anecdotes 


and analysis are presented in an 
easily accessible style. Mr. Sha- 
heen provides glimpses into Arab 
life which cause us to question i he 
common TV images. While dis- 
cussing the reasons for the ste- 
reotypes. he avoids conspiracy 
theories and assumptions of mal- 
icious intent', complacency and 
ignorance, he says, are sutficieni 
to maintain such caricatures. 
When writing about the ram- 
ifications of the stereotyped ima- 
ges. Mr. Shaheen's own Arab her- 
itage strengthens his case. 

Many TV professionals int- 
erviewed seemed genuinely con- 
cerned about the problem. Yet. 
Mr. Shaheeii believes, change will 
only come when Arab-Americans 
become more vocal. Mr. Sha- 
elieen and serveral industry pro- 
fessionals encourage the for- 
mation of a lobby in Hollywood to 
press for more balanced and rep- 
resentative treatment. Writer Irv- 
ing Peariberg counseled. “Go to 
the top. to the networks," because 
the pressure downward would aff- 
ect all levels in the industry. “The 
battle is more than half-won.” he 
continued, if the networks will not 
accept materials legitimately con- 
strued to be anti-Arab. 

Mr. Shaheen also asks TV pro- 
fessionals to examine the myths 
and inform themselves about the 
realities of Arab culture: to end 
the dominance of the Arab villain 
by also incorporating Arab heroes 
and heroines — or other cha- 
racters who simply happen to be 
Arabs — into programmes: and to 
critically reveal Arab stereotypes 
in a documentary modeled on the 
acclaimed “Misunderstanding

China” (a programme which deb- 
unked stereotypes of the Chi- 
nese).

Forever chasing after the 
tastiest morsels of scandal — 
which could begin with a chance 
remark overheard in a pub or a 
clandestine phone-call from an 
informant desperate for a bit of 
ready cash, he is in constant com- 
petition with the “Daily Post” and 
his old rival Henry Field. And of 
course there’s always “God” — 
the editor — to keep happy. (And 
don't 1 know it!). Although ".The 
Daily News" is a fictitious creation 
one cannot help but feel that the 
series will cast quite a few pointed

U.S. media lose some of their glory 


A spate of lawsuits and political attacks, mainly from the Right, has 
reduced public esteem for the American news media, Godfrey Hod- 
gson writes. 


TEN years ago. after the Was- 
hington Post had played a crucial 
part in the exposure of the Wat- 
ergate scandals and in the ove- 
rthrow of President Richard 
Nixon, the American news media 
stood on a high pinnacle of nat- 
ional esteem. 

No one then thought it exa- 
ggerated when the bestselling wri- 
ter David Halberstam named his 
book about the Washington Post, 
the Los Angeles Times, the CBS 
television network and Time mag- • 
azine “The Powers That Be.” 

The three national network 
news organisations, the two nat- 
ional news magazines and the 
handful of papers like the New 
York' Times and the Washington 
Post that have national influence 
are stQI powers in the land. 

But some of their gloiy has dep- 
arted. Almost every day brings 
news of widespread popular sus- 
picion, even hostility, towards the 
national news media, which are 
often called “arrogant” and seen 
as obstinately clinging to liberal 
views in the face of the public's 
conservative mood. 

Last month (January) a New 
York jury found that Time mag- 
azine had defamed General Ariel 
Sharon, the former IsraeliDefence 
Minister, in an article about the 
1982 Beirut massacres. . 

Having found that the words 
used were defamatory, however, 
the jury decided Time had not 
published the article with “rec- 
kless disregard” for the truth, and 


refused to award damages to Gen-- 
eral Sharon. As a result, both sides 
claimed victory in the case. 

Even so the Time verdict is 
being regarded as yet another ind- 
ication of dissatisfaction with the 
standards of American jou- 
rnalism. 

In an open letter to Mr. Henry 
Grunwald. the chief editorial off- 
icer of Time. Mr. Sleven Brill, edi- 
tor and publisher of the influential 
magazine “The American Law- 
yer 7 ’ and himself a journalist, 
wrote: “ For the sake of all of us in 
the profession you lead ... strike a 
real blow for the free press by 
admitting your mistake and acting 
to clean up what caused ft." 

Meanwhile, in an adjoining 
Manhattan federal court. CBS is 
one of the defendants in a $120 
million libel suit brought by Gen- 
eral William Westmoreland, the 
U.S. commander in Vietnam from 

1964 to 1968. 

The other defendants are Mr. 
Mike Wallace, the presenter of the 
most popular U.S. current affairs 
programme. "Sixty Minutes." and- 
the young producer, Mr. George 
Crile, who made the documentary 
“The Uncounted Enemy.", in 
which it was alleged that the mil- 
itary deliberately understimated 
the number of Viet Cong gue- 
rrillas. Gen. Westmoreland denies 
this. 

In another move, a group of 
supporters of the powcrftxl right- 
wing Senator Jesse Helms, of 
North Carolina, called on con- 


servatives to buy shares in CBS so 
that they could become "Dan Rat- 
her ’5 boss". Mr. Rather, the anc- 
horman of the CBS nightly news 
bulletin, is- disliked by con- 
servatives for his alleged liberal 
views. 

In 1973 it was another North 
Carolina Senator. Mr. Sam Ervin, 
who was made a national hero by 
the TV networks as chairman of 
the Watergate hearings. 

The Washington Post has not 
escaped trouble either. In 1982 a 
jury awarded over S 2 million in 
damages to Mr. William Ta\- 
oulareas, president of Mobil Oil. 
for a story that, according to the 
legal writer Anthony Lewis, 
“could not be called deliberate or 
reckless”. The case is still under 
appeal. 

That is only one of a number of 
cases which are calling into que- 
stion the principles laid down in 
the judgment that is the fou- 
ndation of modern American 
newspapers’ comparative fre- 
edom from libel actions. That is 
the decision in Sullivan V The 
New York Times, in the Supreme 
Court in 1 964. which held that a 
public official (later decisions ext- 
ended this to all “public figures") 
could not collect libel damages 
unless the publication had been 
guilty of “actual malice” either by 
deliberate untruth or reckless dis- 
regard for the truth. 

"American libel law is not wor- 
king.” Mr. Brill says. There are 
increasing calls for it to be cha- 
nged. and in practice any change 
would probably limit the media's 
freedom. 

But libel is not the only dif- 


ficulty newspapers and television 
are encountering. The Reagan 
administration has shown its dis- 
pleasure with the supposedly “lib- 
eral" media in many ways. Jou- 
rnalists and lawyers report that the 
government has made it far harder 
now to get acess to files under the 
Freedom of Information Act. pas- 
sed by Congress in the post- 
Watergate period. 

And recently the Central Int- 
elligence Agency, which cannot 
sue for libel, complained about an 
ABC TV news broadcast aboui its 
alleged involvement in the death 
of a Hawaii businessman to the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission. the regulatory body that 
could, in theory, lake away ABCs 
broadcasting licence. 

The FCC dismissed the com- 
plaint, but the New York Times 
commented in a concerned edi- 
torial that "the FCC should not 
allow itself to be used, even tem- 
porarily. to intimidate a news bro- 
adcaster.” 

Many of the strongest defenders 
of freedom of the press in the U.S. 
feel that the media have brought 
their troubles at least in part on 
themselves. Mr. Fred Friendly, 
the veteran CBS producer who is 
now a respected professor at the 
Columbia School of Journalism, 
said that what bothers him is “the 
wince factor” emerging about 
some journalistic practices. 
"Some of the journalism isn’t very 
responsible," he says. 

“We’re entering an era," said 
Mr. Tom Pettit, a vice-president 
of NBC News, “where zeal isn’t 
enough" — Financial Times news 
feature. 
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Lendl recovers to beat Sadri

Lendl, the holder of the French 
Open title and ranked third in the 
world, was within two points of 
losing the first set before he rec- 
overed to win his second round 
match 7-6. 6-0. 

“I was caught by surprise bec- 
ause I didn't expect it to be windy, 
said the Czechoslovak. “When I 
was warming up earlier there was 
no wind out there." 

Top-seeded Lendl, favourite to 
win this new event in the absence 
of John McEnroe and Jimmy 
Connors, was joined in the third 
round by Swedish pair Anders 
Jarryd. who played in the Davis 
Cup final victory over the U.S.. 
and Joakim Nystrom. 

Jarryd, the number four seed, 
crushed American Tim Guilikson 
6-1 . 6-3. while eighth-seeded Nys- 
trom despatched Puerto Rican 
Ernie Fernandez 6-3. 7-5. 


The big-serving Sadri, who is 
one of the most awkward opp- 
onents in the circuit, appeared to 
have Lendl in trouble in the first 
set when he stood 5-4, 30-0 on the 
Czechoslovak's serve. 

“I think Sadri felt he bad the 
first set won. because he then mis- 
sed an easy shot." said Lendl, who 
went on to hold serve 1 and win the 
set with a tiebreaker. 

Lendl then made the most of his 
reprieve by racing through the 
second set to love with the loss of 
just 12 points. 

In the women's singles. World 
Champion Martina Navratilova 
found herself upstaged for once. 

Navratilova cruised into the 
third round with a 6-0, 6-3 win 
over fellow-American Robin 
White but it was the Argentine 
sensation Gabriela Sabatini who 
grabbed the limelight by crushing

White posed few problems for 
Navratilova though she did man- 
age to prolong matters when she 
broke her opponent’s serve at 5-1 
in the second set to make the sco- 
reline more respectable.

Zamalek, who beat Nigeria’s 
IICC- Shooting Stars 3-0 on agg- 
regate in last year’s decider, are 
already through to the last 1 6. fol- 
lowing the withdrawal of first 
round proper opponents Marine 
of Somalia. 

The Egyptians beat top West 
German clubs Borussia Moe- 
nchengladbach and league leaders 
Bayern Munich at home in recent 
friendlies to sound an early war- 
ning to their rivals. 

Algeria's Mascara, Tonnerre de 
Yaounde of Cameroim, Enugo 
Rangers of Nigeria and Ghana's 
Hearts of Oak could be the biggest 
threats to the Cairo club. 

Mascara have also won their 
first round tie without kicking a 
ball. 

Mascara drew with Libya’s 
AJ-Ahli, who have been banned 
from African Football Federation 
(AFC) competitions for one year 


after refusing to play Egypt’s Nat- 
ional SC in last year's Cup- 
Wroners’ Cup decider on political 
grounds. 

They will rely heavily on mid- 
field Magician Lakhdar Bello umL, 
a seasoned international who was 
outstanding for Algeria during the 
1982 World Cup finals in Spain. 

Tonnerre de Yaounde will face 
Mascara in the second round pro- 
vided they dispose of Gabon’s 
Sogara. 

The Cameroun club have a tal- 
ented squad, including three 
members of the national side 
which beat Nigeria 3-1 in the 1984 
Nations Cup final — 1-9 -year-old 
fullback Charles Toube and for- 
wards Ernest Ebongue and Bon-' 
aventure Djonkep. 

But they fell at the first hurdle 
to Minnows Invincible XI of Lib- 
eria in 1982 and Shooting Stars 
eliminated them last year in a 
remarkable second-round tie. 
Tonnerre lost 4-0 away, won 4-0 
at home and then lost the penalty 
shoot out 5-4 in front of their own 
fans.

MOSCOW (R) — Game 48 of the 
world chess match between tit- 
leholder Anatoly Karpov and cha- 
llenger Garry Kasparov finally got 
under way Friday after three pos- 
tponements, with Kasparov pla- 
ying white and opting for the Rus- 
sian opening. 

The game was originally due to 
have been played on February 1, 
but was put off three times after 
championship officials ruled that 
the match should be moved from 
Moscow’s Hall of Columns to the 
Hotel Sport on the city’s outskirts.

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Sudan shuts exchange shops 


KHARTOUM (R) — ^ Sudan’s central bank governor 
has ordered currency exchange shops to close as part 
of measures to stem the rapid slide of the Sudanese 
pound on the free market, the official Sudanese 
News Agency (SUNA) said Thursday. 


It qupted Bank of Sudan Gov- 
ernor Fairouq A1 Magboul as say- 
ing exchange shop owners had 
“preferred their personal ends to 
the national interest, a matter that 
created scarcity and a hike hi pri- 
ces unjustified by economic con- 
siderations.'' 

The currency, officially. valued 
at 1.30 pounds to the dollar, had 
- slipped on the free market from 
three to the dollar in early January 
to 4.40 Wednesday. The aut- 
horities had allowed the shops to 
buy and sell at market rates. 

Bankers cited ‘speculation, loss 
of confidence in the economy and 
a seasonal drop in revenue from 
cotton, Sudan’s main hard cur- 
rency earner, as reasons for the 
slide. 

Severe drought and a massive, 
influx of refugees has hit the cou- 
ntry hard, already burdened with a 
$9 billion foreign debt. ’ 

Exchange shops in the capital 
were closed Thursday but there 
was no official word on the fate of 
their owners or their funds. 

Bankers said the closure app- 
eared to be aimed at stamping out 
unlice need dealers who used the 


exchange shops to speculate in 
hard currency. 

- They said between $1.2 million 
and $1 J million a day was exc- 
hanged on the free market, the 
main source of hard currency for 
the private sector. 

Commercial banks continued 
Thursday to offer to buy dollars at 
the government’s “ incentive rate” 
of 2.10 pounds to the dollar, int- 
roduced last October to attract 
remittances from Sudanese living 
abroad. 

But bankers said the central 
bank was considering allowing the 
banks to use a higher rate for some 
transactions. 

SUNA also said Saudi Arabia 
had urged Sudan to reach agr- 
eement with the Internationa] 
Monetary Fund (IMF) on reforms 
needed to overcome its economic 
problems. 

It said Saudi Arabia's King 
Fahd told Sudanese President Jaa- 
far Numeiri in a letter delivered 
Wednesday: “Saudi Arabia enc- 
ourages Sudanese cooperation 
with the IMF and the World Bank 
and hopes that an agreement 
aimed at reforming Sudan's eco- 


nomy and overcoming difficulties 
will be reached.” 

Bankers here say a 1984 agr- 
eement with the IMF for a standby 
credit lapsed in the middle of last 
year because Sudan failed to meet 
all its conditions. It is now over 
$100 million in arrears on debt to 
the IMF of more than $800 mil- 
lion, they said. 

An IMF delegation met Pre- 
sident Numeiri last week but no 
t results of the talks were ann- 
ounced. Diplomats said the IMF 
wants the government to reduce 
its budget deficit and reform its, 
exchange rate structure. 

They noted that in the past 
Saudi Arabia, one of Sudan’s main 
sources of financial aid, had linked 
its own assistance to reform mea- 
sures urged by the IMF. 

Report reveals trade 
surplus 

Meanwhile, a central bank bul- 
letin recently showed that Sudan 
recorded the first quarterly trade 
surplus it has seen for years in the 

third quarter of 1984. 

The narrow surplus was ach- 
ieved with the aid of draconian, 
credit and import controls, imp- 
osed to redress chronic trade and 
cunent account deficits over the 
past decade. 


The Bank of Sudan, in its review 
of the third quarter, said imports 
dropped 25 per cent from the third 
quarter of 1983 to 156.8 million 
Sudanese pounds ($120.6 mil- 
lion), while exports rose five per 
cent to 157.1 million pounds ($ 
120.8 million). 

The drop in imports was the 
main factor behind a 10.4 million 
pounds ($8 million) current acc- 
ount surplus, which reversed a 
31.7 million pounds ($24.4 mil- 
lion) deficit in the same period in 
1983. 

For the first three quarters, tbe 
current account surplus was 51.5 
million, pounds (S39.6 million). 
The account showed a 257.2 mil- 
lion pounds ($197.8 million) def- 
icit for all of 1983. 

The bank said cotton exports 
during the first nine months of 
1984 rose 68 per cent from the 
same 1983 period to 239.7 million 
pounds ($184.4 million). Other 
exports, mainly Gum Arabic, gro- 
undnuts, sesame and livestock, 
declined by 2d per cent to 235.1 
million pounds ($180.8 million). 

Imports fell during the first 
three quarters by 27 per cent to 
539.6 millioa pounds ($41 5.1 mil- 
lion). 

Money supply growth dropped 
sharply to 8.2 per cent in the first 
three quarters from 22.6 per cent 
in the same period of 1983. 


4 U.S. deficit risks monetary stability 9 


DAVOS, Switzerland (R) — Mr.'. 
Karl Otto Poehl, president of the 
Bundesbank, West Germany’s 
central bank, warned Thursday 
that the United States balance of 
payments deficit was the main thr- 
eat to the world* s financial system. 

Mr. Poehl, the guardian of the 
German mark, criticised Was- 
hington for what he described as 
its policy of benign neglect con- 
cerning tbe value of the dollar, - 
which Thursday climbed to ano- 
ther 1 2-year high against the mark 
on currency markets. 

He told a world economic sys- 
mposrum in Davos: “The imb- 
alance in the American balance of 
payments ... is tbe main threat to 
the stability of the international 
monetary system.” 

Mr. Poehl further warned that 


the U.S. federal budget deficit was 
making the U.S. trade deficit 
worse. 

His views were echoed by cen- 
tral bankers from the U.S. and 
Japan, who told the businessmen 
and opinion leaders that cutting 
the U.S. budget and trade deficits 
were important goals. 

Mr. E. Gerald Corrigan; pre- 
sident of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, said: “Not- 
hing looms larger than tbe need to 
reduce the (budget) deficit.'' 

Referring to President Rea- 
gan’s 1986 proposals to Congress 
last week for cutting the deficit by 
$50 billion to $180 billion, Mr. 
Corrigan said they were only a 
first step. 

None of the central bankers 
from the Western world's three 


largest economies offered any 
fonnula to combat tbe strength of 
the dollar, which for months has 
been defying economic gravity. 

According to theory the cur- 
rency of a country should fall in 
value against other currencies 
when that country runs deficits on 
trade both in merchandise and in 
services, such as banking, ins- 
urance. shipping and tourism. 

While the U.S. current account 
balance of payments reached a 
record shortfall of around $100 
billion in 1984 and looks likely to 
end stQl higher this year, the doDar 
has risen relentlessly to new 
peaks. 

Thursday it was fared in Fra- 
nkfurt at 32278 marks, the hig- 
hest in the 12-year history of flo- 
ating exchange rates, and later 


surged to 32380 marks as Ame- 
rican traders bid aggressively for 
the currency in early U.S. trading. 

Mr. Poehl predicted: “For a 
year or two the situation is sus- 
tainable. But in the long term it is 
not.” 

Echoing remarks by U.S. Fed- 
eral Reserve (Central Bank) Cha- 
irman Paul Vole kef in Was- 
hington earlier this week, Mr. 
Poehl said the deficits would make 
the United States into the world's 
biggest debtor nation. 

Mr. Shijuro Ogata, deputy gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Japan, told 
the meeting that Tokyo was also 
worried about the large amounts 
of capital leaving Japan for the 
United States to finance the Ame- 
rican deficits.

Dunlop takeover bid advances 

LONDON <R) — The government Thursday cleared as legitimate a 
£33 million ($37 million) bid by Britain's biggest industrial bolding 
company, BTR, to take over ailing tyremaker Dunlop. The trade 
ministry said it was not calling in its takeover watchdog, tbe Mon- 
opolies Commission, to investigate the bid. The ruling is the second 
boost in two days for BTR. It announced Wednesday it had reached a 
deal with Dunlop's main creditors which meant they would not resist 
the bid. Dunlop, headed now by former British Leyland cars boss Sir 
Michael Edwardes, has been fighting the bid. 


Diplomats, to pay 
sales tax in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (R) — If Ame- 
rican diplomats must pay sales 
taxes abroad, then foreign envoys 
must pay up in the United States, 
the State Department announced 
Thursday. 

Under a new reciprocal policy, 
diplomats in Washington rep- 
resenting 28 countries will lose 
their exemption from sales taxes 
on Feb. 15, it said. 

Mr. James Nolan, director of 
the department’s office of foreign 
missions, said tbe department bel- 
ieved diplomats should not be sub- ' 
ject to taxes in host countries but 
that American envoys in other 
countries often were required to 
pay. 

Under the new system, ref- 


lecting practises in their home 
countries, diplomats of 28 nations 
will have no exemption from sales 
taxes and those from 35 others will 
have only partial exemption. Dip- 
lomats from 88 countries will ret- 
ain full exemption. 

Mr. Nolan said he ■ expected 
5,000 new exemption cards to be 
issued for use in Washington and 
nearby Maryland and Virgin a, 
5,000 fewer than at present. 

“I can’t say anybody (among 
the diplomats) was wildly ent- 
husiastic about it,” Mr. Nolan told 
reporters. But he said diplomats 
realised the present system was 
inequitable.

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U.S. seeking to enlist 
allies in ‘Star Wars’ 
research — Weinberger 


LONDON (AP) — U.S. Secretary of Defence Caspar 
W. Weinberger said Friday the United States is att- 
empting to enlist Its friends and allies in space wea- 
pons research. 


“We need ail the help we can 
get," he said at a news conference 
on America's Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SDI). the so-called 
“Star Wars" programme. He said 
he hopes the research will render 
nuclear missiles “obsolete and 
impotent." 

Mr. Weinberger said, “we 
would welcome assistance at all 
phases of the plan, from friends 
and allies who are so minded.'-' 

He said the United States has 
talked about joint research with 
NATO allies and others. Without 
being specific, he said he finds 
“that their interest in the whole 
plan increases." 

“We would welcome the par- 
ticipation of their scientists in the 
research programme." he said. 

Mr. Weinberger said the pro- 
gramme. which President Ronald 
Reagan first announced in March. 
1983. would if successful work 
against intermediate-range as well 
as against long-range missiles, so 
“there is no question of dec- 
oupling t he United States from 
Europe." 

The “Star Wars" programme 
has been controversial among 
some West European countries, 
who fear ii will mean mil- 
itarisation of outer space and that 
the United States would no longer 
have the defence of Western Eur- 
ope as a major priority, since it 
would concentrate on long-range 
rocket defence. 

Mr. Weinberger stressed the 
concept of SDi is that it is “a sys- 
tem which destroys weapons and 
not people ... with non-nuclear 
means outside the atmosphere." 

Mr. Weinberger said among 
those expressing interest in SDI 
was Australian Prime Minister 


Bob Hawke with whom he spoke 
in Washington earlier this week. 
He said Mr. Hawke "wants to 
have more detailed briefings and 
wanted to discuss it in great det- 
ail." 

Mr. Hawke pulled out of an 
agreement to help in U.S. tests of 
the MX missile, but Mr. Wei- 
nberger said an alternative test 
plan had been arranged noc inv- 
olving Australia. 

Australia. New Zealand and the 
United States 3re members of the 
ANZUS alliance. New Zealand 
announced earlier this week it 
would not permit an American 
destroyer to make a port call dur- 
ing an ANZUS exercise because 
the United States would not ind- 
icate whether it was carrying nuc- 
lear weapons. 

Mr. Weinberger said. “We bel- 
ieve the ANZUS treaty is very 
important to the security of all 
three countries involved." 

He said he was "very dis- 
appointed" with New Zealand's 
attitude, which he hoped was only 
temporary. 

"We will continue to persuade 
them that the basis for the alliance 
is as strong and necessary as the 
day the alliance was formed” 34 
years ago. 

Mr. Weinberger denied there 
was any confrontation between 
New Zealand and the United Sta- 
tes. 

Mr. Weinberger was asked 
about Greece’s refusal, ann- 
ounced Thursday. to participate in 
any more NATO exercises until 
NATO changes its attitude toward 
Greece. Greece contends NATO 
favoursTurkey in Aegean military 
exercises. 

Mr. Weinberger said Greece's 


decision would have an impact on 
NATO, adding that NATO exe- 
rcises “are diminished in value" if 
they are reduced in size and scope. 

Greece said Thursday it was not 
anti-American but it had dif- 
ferences with the U.S. gov* 
eminent. 

“There is no anti-Americanism 
in Greece, either on the part of the 
government or of the Greek peo- 
ple," government spokesman 
Dimitrios Maroudas told a news 
briefing. 

He added: " Neither is there any 
feeling against the American or 
any other people. But there are 
opposing positions and dif- 
ferences that concern the (Ame- 
rican) political leadership." 

Mr. Maroudas said these dif- 
ferences concerned the United 
States' attitude to Greek-Turkish 
disputes over Cyprus and NATO. 

Mr. Maroudas Wednesday des- 
cribed as “groundless and una- 
cceptable” a charge by Mr. Wei- 
nberger that government- 
sponsored anti-Americanism had 
contributed to violence in Greece 
against U.S. servicemen. 

Referring to Mr. Weinberger's 
claim that the bomb attack against 
a bar frequented by American 
servicemen might partly be the 
result of Premier Andreas Pap- 
andreou’s anti-Americanism. Mr. 
Maroudas said. 

Mr. Weinberger appears to for- 
get that most of the bomb attacks 
against U.S. installations have 
been carried out in West Ger- 
many. Italy. France and even 
Great Britain.” 

He asked: "Does Mr. Wei- 
nberger also accuse the gov- 
ernments of these countries of 
anti-Americanism?" 

In the bar attack last Saturday 
80 people, including 69 American 
servicemen and their dependents 
were injured.

NEW DELHI (AP) — Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi's Congress Party, in a major effort to build a 
clean image and fight corruption, has denied tickets 
to 1.000 legislators seeking to contest the for- 
thcoming state elections, a party spokesman said 
Friday. 

Among the 2.5000 candidates selected lo contest 
2.534 seats, about 50 per cent are new faces, said 
Srikant Verroa, party general secretary. 

About 70 state ministers were dropped in the 
purge undertaken to give a “new and clean look to 
state assemblies.” Mr. Verma said. He said most of 
the legislators failed to meet the 10 guidelines set 
by the party high command. 

The guidelines include a clean image, position in 
the assembly constituency, and performance. Some 
of the ministers have been denied tickets for “dis- 
sident' activities.” 

Elections in. 1 1 of India’s 22 states and one fed- 
eral territory will be held March 2 and 5. The cur- 
rent terms of the states expire this year. 

Mr. Verma said 50 to 70 per cent of the current 
legislators were replaced and the party met the 
objective of inducting 20 per cent women among 
the new candidate's. 

The purge has led to rebellion among some hop- 
eful candidates and in eastern Bihar state. 16 Con- 
gress legislators announced Thursday they would 
run as opposition candidates, the Patriot new- 
spaper reported. 


4 Polish officers get long 
jail terms for killing priest 


TORUN. Poland (R) — Four sec- 
urity police were found guilty 
Thursday of plotting and carrying 
out the premeditated murder of 
pro- Solidarity priest Jerzy Pop- 
ieluszko and received long prison 
terms. 

Jailing Captain Grzegorz Pio- 
trowski. who led the priest's kid- 
napping. and Colonel Adam Pie- 
truszka. who instigated it. for 25 
years. Chief Judge Artur Kujawa 
said they bore the main res- 
ponsibility. 

Lieutenants Leszek Pekala and 
-Waldcmar Chmielcwski. who took 
part in the killing, broke down and 
sobbed as they were sentenced to 
15 and 14 years respectively. 

Judge Kujawa told the court he 


had received thousands of letters 
supporting the prosecution's 
demand that Cap. Piotxowski sho- 
uld be hanged but had decided 
that death sentences were not 
necessary. 

Judge Kujaw3 said the four 
were convicted because they had 
"the objective of killing Pop- 
ieluszko and they accomplished it 
... they were fully aware that they 
were acting illegally and violated 
departmental procedures.” 

Father Popieluszko. an out- 
spoken supporter of the banned 
Solidarity free trade union, was 
kidnapped near Torun on Oct. J 9. 
His trussed and gagged body was 
found in the river Vistula 1 1 days 
later.

2 Kashmiris 
jailed, for life 
in Birmingham 

BIRMINGHAM, England (R) — 
Two Kashmiris were jailed for life 
Thursday for the murder of kid- 
napped Indian diplomat Ravindra 
Mhatre last February. 

Abdul Raja, 28, who gave a 
Paris address, and student Moh- 
ammad Riaz. 23, were convicted 
on Monday of murdering and fal- 
sely imprisoning Mr. Mhatre. 

The Crown Court in Bir- 
mingham, Central England, 
where Mr. Mhatre lived and wor- 
ked. jailed three other Kashmiris 
for between two and 20 years and 
fined a fourth £500 ($550). 

Mr. Mhatre. 48. was an assistant 
commissioner at the Indian high 
commission in Birmingham. 


Swedish minister wins 
confidence vote 

STOCkHOM (R) — Swedish Foreign Minister 
Lennart Bodstroera Friday survived a no- 
confidence vote tabled by the opposition, which 
said he had undermined Sweden's credibility by 
casting doubts on official reports of foreign sub- 
marine violations of Swedish waters. 

Sweden's small Communist Party voted with the 
ruling Social Democrats to defeat the opposition 
motion by 182 to 160. There- were no abstentions 
but seven members of the 349-seai parliament did 
not turn up for the vote. 

The row erupted last weekend when newspapers 
quoted Mr. Bodsirocm as Saying he doubted that 
foreign submarines had violated Swedish waters in 
the last three years despite defence staff reports of 
frequent intrusions. 

The minister said he had been misquoted but did 
not issue a detailed denial. 

In April 1983, Sweden temporarily recalled its 
ambassador to Moscow and issued a sharp protest 
to the Soviet Union after an official inquiry accused 
the Soviets of operating six submarines in Swedish 
waters the previous October. 


Chernenko 
‘back at work’ 

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet President Konstantin 
Chernenko attended a politburo meeting Thu- 
rsday, TASS news agency said in the first official 
statement that the ailing, leader had resumed his 
duties. m 

TASS said Mr. Chernenko had addressed the 
politburo meeting on agricultural topics. 

Mr. Chernenko was last seen in public on Dec. 27 
at a medal-awarding ceremony in the Kremlin. His 
absence since then caused renewed concern about 
his health and Soviet officials made no secret of the 
fact that he was ill. 

Viktor Afanasiev, editor-in-chief of the official 
newspaper Pravda. said m an Italian Television 
interview Wednesday night that Mr. Chernenko 
was ill but he did not know how seriously. 

Mr. Afanasiev was quick to add that Mr. Che- 
rnenko was still in charge of the Communist Party 
and country. The TASS announcement that he had 
addressed the politburo' s regular Thursday mee- 
ting appeared designed to confirm this. 

The TASS reference to Mr. Chernenko’s, pre- 
sence was so casual that it implied he had never 
been absent. 

A sentence in the middle of the report said sim- 
ply: “The reliable ensuring of the spring sowing 
campaign, as was stressed by Konstantin Che- 
rnenko speaking at the political bureau of the 
CPSU (Communist Party) Central Committee's 
meeting, becomes especially important this year.” 
'Reports on Mi'. Chernenko's health have varied 
greatly. At 73, he is known to suffer from the chest 
complaint emphysema which causes a shortness of 
breath evident in his public speeches. 

The next public event which Mr. Chernenko 
might be expected to attend is a meeting with 
Greek Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou, who 
arrives for an official visit on Monday. 

In his interview with Italian Television. Mr. Afa- 
nasiev, also a member of the Communist Party 
Central Committee, was asked about Mr. Che- 
rnenko during a special news programme on the 
Yalta agreement 40 years ago. 

“I must say that Comrade Chernenko is sick: 
Now, how serious the illness is I cannot say because 
I aqi not a doctor” he said. “But I know that he. 
however, carries on with the leadership of the party 
even if he is sick.” 

“ We hope that this period will pass and that it 
won’t be too long,” he added without further ela- 
boration. 

No other Soviet official publicly has confirmed 
that Mr. Chernenko is ill, but few Western dip- 
lomats in Moscow question that the Soviet leader is 
indeed ailing. 

Many diplomats in the Soviet capital say Soviet 
officials have told them in private that Mr. Che- 
rnenko has been sick during his prolonged absence 
from public view. 


Returning 
S. Korean 
leader 
‘kicked, 
punched’ 
in Seoul 

SEOUL (Agencies) — Opp- 
osition leader Kira Da- Jung was 
kicked and punched by South 
Korean security men at - Seoul 
Airport Friday, according to two 
U.S. congressmen who flew with 
him on his return from exile. 

Police denied they had used vio- 
lence against Mr. Kim. 

Eyewitnesses said police also 
attacked crowds of dem- 
onstrators, mainly students, who 
gathered at the airport to welcome 
Mr. Kira home from two years of 
exile in the United States 

Mr. Kim. 59, was escorted 
home by a score of Americans 
who were concerned that he sho- 
uld uot share the fate of another 
Asian opposition leader, Benigno 
Aquino, shot dead at Manila air- 
port in 1983 when he returned 
from exile in tbe United States. 

Denying that Mr. Kim had been 
attacked, a police statement said 
he had only been separated from 
his American companions. 

Mr. Kim. a former presidential 
candidate, told a packed press 
conference at his home, however, 
that he had been treated “with 
great violence” by security men at 
the airport when he resisted being 
taken out by a back route. 

“They forcefully pushed me 
into an elevator with great vio- 
lence and it felt like I was being 
beaten," he said. “I am not sure I 
was beaten, because the situation 
was so confused.” 

Democratic congressmen Edw- 
ard Feighan and Tom Foglietta 
had no such reservations. They 
(old reporters that Mr. Kim. two 
other Americans with him at the 
time and themselves had been 
kicked and punched. 

The two congressmen said they 
planned to insist that the U.S. 
embassy here file an official com- 
plaint over their treatment at the 
hands of the security guards. 

The embassy first said it would 
issue a statement but then said it 
would not. 

“They just bodily picked up Mr. 
Kim to put him in an elevator." 
Mr. Foglietta said. "He resisted 
and they started kicking and pun- 
ching him”. 

He said the four Americans 
tried to stay with Mr. Kim but 
were also beaten and thrown to 
the ground. 

Patricia Derian, a former senior 
State Department official who was 
also a witness, told Reuters: 
“They beat me everywhere except 
my face.” 

Mr. Kim told the press con- 
ference he was not under effective 
house arrest. 

He said the local police chief 
had visited him and said Mr. Kim 
would not be allowed to leave the 
house or receive visitors. 



Taipei rejects U.S. extradition request 


TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan has turned 
down a U.S. request to extradite 
two local gang leaders charged 
with the murder of a Chinese- 
American writer in California last 
year.JusLice Ministry officials said 
Friday. 

The Taipei prosecutor's office 
also announced that a . district 
court would start, hearings on 
Monday into the murder of Henry 
Liu, a stem critic of Taiwan, in 


Dkly City on Oct. 1 5. 

A court official said Chen 
Chi- Li and Wu Tun, leaders of 
Taiwan’s bamboo union gang 
“would be charged with murder 
and illegal possession of arms. 
Both offences' carry the death 
penalty. 

The' ministry officials rea- 
ffirmed Taiwan's position that 
none of its citizens could be ext- 


radited for trial. 

Official sources said Was- 
hington had requested through 
the American Institute in Taiwan, 
its unofficial link, that Mr. Chen 
and Mr. Wu would be extradited. 

They said the Americans had 
suggested simply putting them on 
a U.S.-bourfd plane without going 
through any legal procedures but 
this had been turned down by 
Taiwanese authorities. 


1975 Soviet warship mutiny ended 
with air attack, U.S. magazine says 


WASHINGTON (R) — A U.S. 
naval magazine this week pub- 
lished what it said were details of a 
mutiny aboard a Soviet warship in 
1975 that ended with an aircraft 
attack on (he ship and a heavy loss 
of life. 

According to the article by U.S. 
Navy Lieutenant Gregory Young 
in Sea Power, the highly unusual 
story began when the Soviet fri- 
gate Storozhevoy docked in Riga 
on the Baltic Sea for ceremonies 
commemorating the Russian 
Revolution. 

Many of its crew were in town 
celebrating and some of those 
back from shore were recovering 
from heavy drinking. But others, 
apparently led by the ship’s zara- 
polit or political officer, were lay- 
ing plans for a mutiny, Lt. Young 
wrote. 

During the night of Nev. 7, 
1975. the mutineers locked off- 
icers and men loyal to Moscow in 
their cabins and took the ship to 
sea in a desperate bid to reach 
neutral Sweden. 

But one loyalist jumped ove- 
rboard and called for help, while 
another got free from his cabin, 
went to the radio room and sent 
out an alarm: “Mutiny on board 


the Storozhevoy. We are heading 
foropen seas." 

Lt. Young gathered the story 
from Soviet samizdat or und- 
erground documents, intelligence 
sources, interviews with emigres. 
Soviet radio intercepts and some 
press reports, the magazine said. 

No firm motives emerged for 
the actions of the zampolit. Cap- 
tain Third Rank Valery Mik- 
haylovich Sablin. 

But Lt. Young said' the zampolit 
would often side with the com- 
plaints of a ship's crew, or he 
might have been influenced by a 
mutiny 16 years earlier, when a 
destroyer commander took his 
ship to Sweden from the Baltic. 

In the Storozhevoy incident, he 
wrote, "the officers on board, inc- 
luding the ship’s captain, were 
locked in their cabins, as were 
those enlisted men who would not 
join the mutineers." The ship 
eased out to sea in the pre-dawn 
darkness on Nov. 8. 

The sailor who had jumped ove- 
rboard reached shore and rep- 
orted the mutiny by telephone, Lt. 
Young said. But at first no one 
would take him seriously: They 
thought he was drunk. Finally.' 
someone radioed the Storozhevoy 


and got no response. 

- It was after 4 a.m., and the ship 
was two hours at sea in its seven- 
hour voyage to Gotland, running 
with its lights out. 

Only after a captive aboard the 
vessel got free and called by radio 
for help were planes and ships 
sent, with messages promising the 
Storozhevo/s crew pardons if 
they gave up. 

Lt. Young said utter chaos ens- 
ued, and as the fleeing ship man- 
oeuvred to evade pursuing ships, 
one of the chase ships itself came 
under attack in the dim morning 
light. 

He said most sources agreed 
that 1 5 Sailors were killed aboard 
the Storozhevoy and 35 on the 
pursuing ship that was attacked 
accidentally. 

Capt. Sablin was captured and 
executed by firing squad, Lt. 
Young said. Another officer was 
sentenced to 15 years in a labour 
camp. Many -enlisted members of 
the crew were also executed. 

He said the Storozhevoy later 
went on a cruise off Sweden, app- 
arently to show it was again loyal, 
but was then transferred to the 
Pacific fleet. 


‘A passage to India’

“The Killing Fields.” the story 
of an American correspondent 
and his native assistant in war-torn 
Kampuchea, and "Places in the 
Heart." a young widow’s struggle 
to keep her farm and family in 
depression Texas, followed in the 
Oscar nominations with seven 
each_ 

A1J four films were nominated 
for best picture of 1984. along 
with “A Soldier's Story.” a mur- 
der mystery among black soldiers 
at a World War II army camp. 

* * Amadeus” contributed two . 
best-actor nominations for its pla- 
yers — F. Murray Abraham as 
Mozart's villainous rival, Salieri, 
and Tom Huice as the impish 
Mozart . 

Others nomiaated were Albert 
Finney, the burned-out consul of
